AUTO ACCIDENTS 


CAN BE AVOIDED 


. (By 
Thorwald Peterson, Rhine- 
lander) 


A little girlvstepped out from be- 
hind an automobile standing next to 
the curb, andwithout looking either 
way, started across the street. An- 
other automobile was Doming down 
the street a short ways away, and 
before the driver could slop, the lit- 
tle girl was run.over, and lay in the 
street, a mangled corpse. 
Supposing you were that little 
girl's parents, how would you feel? 
Someone said, "Oh, he was driving 
about 40 miles an hour, and 
was 
'awfully reckless**. Was he? Do you 
think any san£ man would ' drive 
down a busy street, in broad day- 
light, at the rate of forty miles ah 
hour, and take chances of "" being 
fined for it. Someone else said that 
the driver was looking around, and 
. not attending to his driving. Maybe 
he was, and turned around just too 
late to stop his car. 
However, if this little girl had 
looked up and down the street, be- 
fore crossing, she would have seen 
this car coming, and the accident 
would not have happened. You par- 
ents, teach your children not 
to 
take any chances like that on the 
street, and ftach them not to play 
on the street, and, maybe it might 
be well to teach the majority of 
older people the same thing. 
The moral of this litlle story, can 
be summed up in a few short warn- 
ings to pedestrians, which if heed- 
ed, not only in the business part of 
the city, but everywhere, would cut 
down the automobile accidents, to 
almost nothing, for no man in his 
right mind would wilfully run over 
anyone, with his car, and everyone 
knows that, if they would only stop 
to think twice. Don't worry 
about 
the reckless driver, jusf keep out of 
his way, and watch him come to 
. the end of his rope. 
To begin with, never cross the 
street, before looking np and down 
the street to see if any automobile 
or wagon is close enough to put 
you in danger. 
If yon do stop to let a car 
pass, don't crowd out into the mid- 
dle of the street Stand on the curb, 
for in crowding out into the middle 
of the street, you are forcing the 
driver to break the frame rules, and 
some other car may be coming 
around the corner, in the opposite 
direction, and the result is a colli. 
sion and someone may be hurt or 
killed, and someone has a big bill 
for repairs on account of your care 
lessness. . 


Don't take chances in crossing in 
front of a moving car. and lake too 
much time to do it, for maybe the 
brakes on the car wxmld not happen 
to-catch at the nght time, and you 


may be badly hurt, furthermore itj 
is not polite to make anyone wait; 
for you.

Now, as to drivers, if you observe 
the traffic rules, you will not be tak- 
ing chances of killing someone, on 
foot, or yourself, or of breaking 
up someone's car, or your own, and 
you will find that it does not take a 
minute more time to live up to all 
of the traffic rules, no matter how 
much you want to hurry, and you 
will probably save yourself lots of 
sleep,, and maybe some money. The 
traffic ordinance, and 
all 
traffic 
rules, apply to farmers. Teamsters, 
and pedestrians, as well as to auto- 
mobile drivers. 
This article is merely in defense 


of the automobile driver, who 
is 
accused of so much recklessness, 
whom you will find, is just as 
much human as you are.
